A shed located approximately 200 meters 
south of the fort contains: €00 heavy MGs, 4,060 rifles, 2,000 aute- 
matic rifles and approximtely 500 automatic pistols. A shed located 
approximately 1,000 meteors north of the fert sontains army wearieg 
apparel (about 15,000 pairs of sheas and warlous other articles of 
elothinsg),

{a} At Rekovion (near belgrade) the Es (sic) factory, which at one time waa 
used to produce agro-snginea, ig at present being used as a repair 
and teating plant for Stormovik esd 7AEs 1 and 3 power units. The 
techwical staff is Russian and the workers are Yugoslavs. The 
"Icarus" eero-engine fectory is at preaent used es repair and teeting 
plant for "Bregke” (sic) and “Bikker” (sie) aero-engines. 


(b) Tho Kragujevao Arme Fa¢tory ig at present producing ammunition (shells 
' aad bullete) but not arms.

fa) The Yugoslav Air Force maintains an advanced fighter-pilots school at 
Boka- There are Russian instructers, aad the plames used are “AK i and 
3, There is a pilots school st Pancevo. The Pancove airfield has no 
rumway and is not used as am airfield... About 160 workers are cuployed 
or cepairing gliders and training planes on the field. 


(>) The Tark Sokool of the Yugoslav Army moved from Belgrade to Bela-Cricva 
fan October -Hovexbder. The Badia Cosmmioatioas School has moeed from 
Belgrade to Panje Luka, and the Officers’ Infantry School from Belgrade 
te Sarajevo.
